Your Committee is unanimously in favor of amending the Constitution 
so as to permit cities to extend their indebtedness for the purpose of pro- 
curing lighting plants in addition to the sewerage systems and water plants, 
and after said consultation with the chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
we beg leave to report and unanimously recommend that said bill be passed, 
as amended.” :

fixing their compensation; to authorize the issuance of bonds and fixing the 
duration, character and form of said bonds, and making said bonds a lien 
upon the particular lands for the irrigation of which said bonds are issued; 
providing for the assessment of Jands in such irrigation districts for the 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds and for the administration 
expenses of said irrigation districts and the maintenance of all irrigation 
works in such districts; to provide for the equalization of all district assess- 
ments by the directors of said districts; to provide for appeals from all de- 
cisions of the directors of irrigation districts. Making the County Treasurer 
in the Counties where such districts are organized the custodian of all funds 
and securities belonging to such districts. Providing for the sale of lands 
for delinquent assessments and the manner in which the same may be re- 
deemed. To provide for the extension of such irrigation districts and the 
adjustment and payment of all differences between the*old and new por- 
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tion of such district. To provide for the sale of water by any one district 
to any other district and fixing the manner and form of payment therefor 
and the manner in which differences between such districts shall be ad- 
justed.

Section 2. That Section 6, of Article 13, of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended by adding thereto the following words, to- 
wit: “Or to procure a lighting plant for such municipality which shall 
own and control said lighting plant and devote the revenues derived there- 
from to the payment of the debt incurred therefor,’ so that when amended, 
said Section shall read as follows: “No City, Town, Township, or School 
District shall be allowed to become indebted in any manner or for any 
purpose to an amount, including existing indebtedness, in the aggregate ex- 
ceeding three per centum of the amount of the taxable property therein, 
to be ascertained by -the last assessment for the State and County taxes 
. previous to the incurring of such indebtedness, and all bonds or obligations 
im: -excess of such amount, given by, or on behalf of such City, Town, 
‘Township, or School District shall be void; 

PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That the Legislative Assembly may extend the 
limit mentioned in this Section, by authorizing municipal corporations to 
submit the question to a vote of the taxpayers affected thereby, when such 
increase is necessary to’ construct a sewerage system or to procure a water 
supply for such municipality, which shall own and control said water sup- 
ply and devote the revenues therefrom to.the payment of the debt incurred 
therefor, or to procure a lighting plant for such municipality which shall 
own and control said lighting plant and devote the revenues derived there- 
from to the payment of the debt incurred therefor.” 

Section 3. The vote upon this amendment shall be counted and can- 
vassed by such persons and in such manner as provided by law for the 
counting and canvassing of the vote of members of Congress, and if a

that the facts therein stated are sustained by the evidence at such final

Such notice shall 
not be published for at least ten days after the making of such original 
order by the Board allowing said petition, and if any appeal is taken within 
said ten days, said notice shall not be published until the final determination 
of said cause on appeal when said Board of Commissioners shall then fix 
the day of election and cause the publication of such notice. Such notice 
shall describe the boundaries so established and shall designate a name for 
the proposed district, and said notice shall be published for at least three 
weeks previous to such élection, in a newspaper published within the County 
in which the petition for the organization of the proposed district was pre- 
sented; and if any portion of such proposed district is within another county 
or counties, then such notice shall be published for the same length of time 
in a newspaper published in each of said counties. The Board of County

“SECTION 43. Any lands already under irrigation either from the 
same or another source may be included in any district either at the time 
of the organization of such district or at any time thereafter and such 
lands ghall be entitled to receive and shall be given the same amount of 
water necessarily used on said lands prior to the construction of such district 
works, and the canals, ditches, flumes, dams or other works previously used 
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te irrigate such lands may be used or supplanted either wholly or in part 
by the district works, provided, however, that the owner of such lands, 
canals, ditches, flames, dams or other works, shall be entitled to compensa- 
tion for any and all damage sustained by reason of the appropriation of the 
same or by the construction of said district works. Wherever any canal 
constructed by the district crosses one or more creeks, the waters of which 
are used to irrigate land lying below such canal, the district shall have the 
right to supply such Jands below the canal, whether such lands are in- 
cluded in the district or not, with water from the canal and the owner 
or lessee of such land shall in such case be furnished with the same quan- 
tity of water as that to which he would be entitled out of the creek 
had the district works not been built. The district shall have the right 
to take possession of the water so replaced and shall have the same right 
to such water as the owner of the land had, and the district shall also 
have the right to change the point of diversion and to sell, lease or use 
such water on any land either above or below the canal and such change 
of point of diversion or selling or using shall not prejudice the right of 
the district to the water and shall not increase the rights of any other 
water-right on the creek. The Board of Directors shall have and is hereby 
given the right to include any lands in the district either by an extension 
of the district as provided in Section 36 of this Act, or by proceedings in- 
stituted in the district court having jurisdiction, but nothing herein con- 
tained shall be deemed to authorize such district to appropriate or damage 
any lands or other property or to interfere with any vested right withour 
first having acquired the right to do so in the manner provided by law for 
the taking of private property for public use.” 

Amend Section 44, line 367, by striking out-the word “such” and’ in- 
serting in lieu thereof the word “the;” also by inserting after the word 
“works,” line 368, the words “irrigating the same.” 

Amend Section 45, line 378, by inserting after the word “the” the word 
“irrigable.” 

Amend ‘Section 48, line 406, by striking out the following words “and 
grant the privileges aforesaid.” Also amend line 410, Section 48, by insert- 
ing aiter the word “land” the following “for public use. But. nothing herein 
contained shall require the payment to the State, or any sub-division thereof, 
of any sum for the right to occupy or cross any public highway with any 
such works.” 

Amend Section 52 by striking out all of said Section, and inserting in 
licu. thereof ‘the following: 

“SECTION 52. For the purpose of constructing necessary irrigating 
canals.and works, and acquiring the necessary property and rights therefer, 
and otherwise carrying out the provisions of this Act, the Board of Directors 
of any such district may at any time call a special election, at which shall be 
submitted or may submit at any regular district election to the electors of 
such district, possessing the qualifications prescribed by this Act, the question 
whether or not the bonds of said district in the amount as set forth in said 
petition shall be issued. At such election each elector shall be entitled to 
cast the number of votes as provided in Section 10 of this Act. Notice of 
such election must be given by posting in three public places in each election 
precinct in said district for at least twenty days, and also by publication 
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of such notice in some newspaper published in the county where the offce 
of the Board of Directors of such District is required to be kept, once a 
week for at least three successive weeks. Such notices must specify the time 
of holding the election, the amount of bonds proposed to be issued; and said 

election must be held and the result thereof determined and declared in all 
respects as, nearly as practicable in conformity with the provisions of this 
Act governing the election of officers; provided that no informalities in con- 
ducting such an election shall invalidate the same, if the election shall have 
been otherwise fairly conducted. At such election the ballots shall contair 
the words “sonds—Yes,” and “Bonds—No,” or words equivalent thereto. 
The result of such election shall be declared and entered of record on the 
minutes of the board of directors. If the majority of the votes cast are 
“Ronds—Yes,” the board of directors shall cause borids in said amount to be | 
issued. In the event that sai. bonds are voted and issued, the board of 
directors shall enter on its records at length all facts in relation to said elec- 
tion and the notices thereof and a copy of the minutes of said board per- 
taining to said election duly verified by the President and Secretary shall be 
filed for record in the office of the County Clerk and such record shall be 
accepted in any court in this State as establishing prima facie the facts 
therein contained.” 

Amend Section 58, line 479, by striking out the word “expended” and 
inserting in lieu thereof the words “paid out.” 

Amend Section 61 by adding the following: “except that the words “first 
extension” (or if more than one issue of such bonds are voted, the word ‘first’ 
shall be changed to correspond with the number of the extension) shall be 
printed on the face of such bonds.” 

Strike out all of Section 64 and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

“SECTION 64. Any party interested shall have and is hereby granted 
the right to institute and maintain action in the district court of the county 
in which the land or property affected is situated for the purpose of hav- 
ing reversed, modified, changed or set aside any order or act of the Board 
of Directors in any manner whatsoever. If such land affected by such 
order is situated in more than one County then action shall be brought in 
the County where the owner thereof resides, or if he resides in neither of 
said Counties, then said action shall be brought in the County containing the 
ereatér portion of the land affected. If more than one action shall be pending 
at the same time involving the same questions, such actions may, in the 
discretion of the court, be consolidated and tried together. 

Strike out all of Section 65 and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

“SECTION 65. The Board of Directors shall annually assess all lands” 
in the district tixing the value of each particular tract according to the 
value of such tract for irrigation irrespective of improvements and such valu- 
ation for irrigation shall be fixed according to the increased value of such 
tract by reason of such irrigation as compared to other irrigated lands in 
the district.” 

Amend by inserting three new sections between Sections 65 and 66, as 
follows: 

_ Section 66. The annual assessment of all district lands shall be com- 
pleted on or before the second Monday in July, of each year and the Board 
of Directors shall within ten days thereafter fix the levy for all district pur- 
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poses and such levy shall be divided as follows: To pay general and admin- 
istrative expenses of the district including expenses of the first election and 
all wararnts outstanding for preliminary work. To pay any special assess- 
ment theretofore ordered at any district election. To pay all charges for 
maintenance and repairs. To pay interest on bonds and for a sinking fund 
to redeem such bonds. 

Section 67. All lands in each district shall pay at the same rate for all 
purposes for which such lands are chargeable and the total amount to be 
paid by each tract shall be in proportion to the assessed value of such 
tract as fixed by the Board of Directors. 

Section 68. The Board of Directors of each district shall mail to each 
assessment payer in the district not later than the first Monday in August 
a notice of the amount to be paid by such assessment payer for all pur- 
poses, and the books and records of the district showing all assessments and 
the amount charged against each’ person or tract of land shall be open at 
all reasonable hours to the inspection of every assessment payer of the 
district.” 

Amend Section 75, line 586, by striking out the word “constructive” and 
inserting in lieu thereof the word “construction.” 

Amend Section 81, line 631, by inserting after the word “shall” the word 
iiye-72 » 

Amend Section 87, line 663, by striking out the words “by either party.” 

Insert a new Section after Section 89 as follows: 

“Section 891%. All books, accounts, records, contracts, securities and- 
business of every kind pertaining or belonging to any district shall be sub- 
ject to examination by the State Examiner and it is hereby made his duty 
to examine the same as provided by law for the examination of County 
Offices.” 

Amend Section 90, line 673, by striking out the following words: “ex- 
cept as herein specifically provided” and inserting in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing: “Until after such lands shall come into private ownership as_herein- 
after provided.” Also amend line 676 by striking out the word “to” and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the word “shall.” Also amend line 677*by striking out 
the word “to” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “shall.” 

Amend by re-numbering all Sections consecutively as amended.

1899 of Montana, entitled, “An Act to provide for the organization, govern- 
ment and control of a fire department for cities and towns, regulating ap- 
pointments thereto and providing for the creation of a disability fund for 
the care and maintenance of firemen disabled in line of duty, and to punish 
frauds thereon,” approved March 7th, 1899; and to repeal Chapter CXIII of 
the Session Laws of 1903 of Montana, relating to the payment of taxes re- 
ceived from Fire Insurance Companies, corporations and associations doing 
business in the State of Montana, to the maintenance of fire departments, 
approved March 7th, 1903.” 

Amend Section 5 by adding the following: “The city or town Council 
may provide for the investment of all or any part of said fund in bonds of 
the United States or of the State of Montana, or of the particular city or

issued.” 

Strike out Section 7 and insert in lieu thereof the following: ‘“Sec- 
tion 7. Benefits shall only be allowed on the recommendation of the Board 
of Trustees, or the majority thereof, approved by the city or town council. 
Whenever the Board of Trustees shall recommend to the council the pay- 
ment of any benefit to any member of such fire department, disabled in the 
line of duty, the recommendation shall be in writing, stating the name of 
the beneficiary, the character of the disability, when, where and how re- 
ceived, and the amount to be paid to such beneficiary. The benefit paid 
to any member of such fire department who may be disabled in the line 
of duty shall be at least a sum equal in amount to the loss of salary 
and reasonable cost of medicine or medical services incurred by such mem- 
ber on account of said disability, and in the event of any member of. said 
tire department becoming disabled or maimed for life, or shall suffer death 
in the line of said duty, the board of trustees may, subject to the approval 
of the Council in each instance, make a suitable allowance to the said mem- 
ber or his heirs.

Your Committee on Railroads and Transportation, to which was referred 
House Bill No. 116, A bill for an Act entitled, “An Act to prohibit the use 
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of four wheel cabooses, known as Dinkey Cabooses on all railroad trains 
operated in the State of Montana. To prevent the use of box cars as ¢a- 
booses, and to fix the minimum size and manner of construction of all cars 
used as cabooses, and fixing the penalties for violation of this Act,” beg to re- 
port that they have had the same under consideration and recommend that 
the same be amended by striking out Sections 1, 2, and 3, of said Act, and sub- 
stituting therefor the following: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person, corporation or company 
operating any railroad or railway in this State to require or permit the use 
of any caboose cars, unless said caboose cars shall be at least twenty-four 
feet in length, exclusive of platforms, and shall be provided with a door in 
each end thereof, and with suitable cupolas, platforms, guard rails, grab irons 
and steps for the safety of persons in alighting or getting on said caboose 
cars, and said caboose cars shall be equipped with at least two, four wheel 
trucks. ; 

And amend Section 4 by numbering the same Section 2, and further by 
making the same read as follows: 

Section 2. Any person, corporation or company operating any railroad 
or railway in this State, violating any of the provisions of Section 1 of 
this Act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction there- 
of shall be fined not less than Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00), nor more 
than One Thousand Dollars ($1000), for each offense. 

Amend Section 5, by numbering it Section 3. 

Amend Section 6, by numbering it Section 4, and by striking out the 
words “one year from and after its passage and approval,” and inserting in 
lieu thereof the words, “from and after the first day of November, 1907.” — 
And recommend that as amended the same do pass.

We, your Committee on Engrossment, beg leave to submit House Bill 
No. 37, correctly engrossed.

Mr. Speaker: 

We, your Committee on Highways, having had under consideration House — 
Bill No. 80, being an Act entitled, An Act to amend Sections 9 and 10, of 
Artiele II. Sections 17, 18 and 25 of Article III, Sections 29, 30 and 32, of 
Article IV, Section 35 of Article V-l, Sections 44, 47 and 48, of Article VU, 
Section 52, of Article VIII, and Section 62 of Article IX, and to repeal Sec- 
tion 8 of Article If, and Section 53 of Article VII, of Chapter 44 of the 
Session Laws of 1903, approved March 2, 1903, and to repeal Sections 1, 2, 
3, 4, and 5 of Chapter 76 of the Session Laws of 1905,. approved March 3, 
1905, beg leave to recommend the following amendments thereto: That 
Section 4 be amended to read as follows: “Section 4. ‘That Article LI, Sec- 
tion 10, be amended to read as follows: Road Supervisors, under the di- 
rection and supervision of the County Surveyor must: 

1. Take. charge of the highways within their respective districts. 

2. Keep them clear from obstructions and in good repair. 

3. Cause banks to be graded, bridges and causeways to be made where 
necessary, keep the same in good repair and renew them when destroyed. 

4. Make quarterly reports or oftener if required by the County Sur- 
veyor, under oath of the number of days they have been employed during 
the preceding three months; the number of days’ labor performed, and by 
whom performed, and the wages paid per day; filing therewith a receipt or 
receipts signed by each and all persons who have performed labor, stating 
the number of days’ labor performed and the amount received for the same; 
also the amount and value of the material and kind thereof. 

5. Such Road Supervisor shall receive not less than Two Dollars ($2.00) 
per day for eight hours labor, nor more than Three Dollars ($3.00). per 
day for eight hours labor for himself, or men under his charge, and all team 
hire shall be paid at the rate of not less than One Dollar and Fifty cents 
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($1.50) nor more than Three Dollars ($3.00) per day for eight hours labor on 
the county roads. Road Supervisor must give such bonds as may be required 
by the County Surveyor. 

That paragraph 1, Section 17, be amended to read as follows: 1. The 
County Surveyor shall be general superintendent of all roads within his 
county, and all the construction and alterations of all the roads hereafter 
built or altered, and all other work required to be done by him, and that 
he shall have an office in the Court House at the County Seat, and said office 
shall be maintained by the County. 

With the amendments as specified herein, we recommend that the bill 
do pass.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


The following House Joint Memorial was introduced: 
House Joint Memorial No. 4, introduced by O’Connor: 


RESOLVED by the House of Representatives, the Senate concurring: 

That the incorporation by the general government within forest reserves 
of vast areas within our ‘state, much of it void of timber or timbered so 
sparsely as not to be within the purview of the act under which the segrega- 
tion is made, is a policy unjust to our people and obstructive of the settle- 
ment and development of our state. 

That while we approve the policy of preserving from ruthless destruction 
the valuable timber on the -public lands and such as affords protection 
against too rapid melting of snows in the mountains, we respectfully pray 
that all lands not of such character are now included in forest reserves with- 
in the State be speedily restored to the general body of the Public Lands. 
_ The acts of Congress give slight, if any, justification for the imposition 
upon our people of the burdensome tax imposed upon them for the privilege 
of grazing their stock within forest reserves, annually increasing with the 
creation of new reserves, all now embracing within this state, 17, 344, 883 acres. 

The exaction of this tax is defended upon the ground of the necessity of 
restricting the number of cattle and sheep allowed to graze upon the re- 
serves, lest by crowding the tender shoots be trampled on and (destroyed, 
though multiplied instances may be pointed to in this state where reforesta- 
tion is going on over areas that have been grazed unrestrictedly since they | 
were denuded of timber ten or more years ago. 

In fact, it supports simply an army of inspectors, rangers and other 
officials whose petty annoyances make the system burdensome as it would 
be judiciously administered, oppressive in the extreme. 

Most of these could be dispensed with if the general government should 
undertake simply to preserve the timber on the public lands from ruth- 
less destruction by depredators or the spread of fires, a policy that would 
meet the unqualified approval and support of our people. 

Should the present policy, however, be continued we earnestly pray the 
substitution of some system of surveillance through local officers before whom 
a speedy hearing can be had, in lieu of reposing all details of the ad- 
ministration of the law in officers responsible only to their chief at the dis- 
tant capital of the country to whom those compelled to seek privileges on the 
reserves must be serv ilely subservient or risk business disaster. 
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RESOLVED, That the Secretary of State be instructed to transmit a 
copy of these resolutions to the President of the United States and to the 
Members of Congress from Montana, with the request to the latter that they 
be laid before each House of Congress.

We, your Committee on Agriculture and Horticulture, having in consider- 
ation Senate Bill No. 62, introduced by Edwards, being a Bill for an Act en- 
titled, “An Act regulating and prescribing the manner of measuring hay in 
stack to determine tonnage,’ recommend the following amendment: 

In Section 1, line 1, amend by inserting after the word “law” the follow- 
ing: “unless otherwise agreed to between the contracting parties.” | 

We recommend to strike out lines 9, 10 and 11, and place in lieu thereof, 
the following: “Five hundred and twelve (512) cubic feet shall constitute a 
ton of alfalfa or rough slough grass hay, after the same shall have been in 
the stack thirty (30) days and up to one (1) year. 

Four hundred and fifty (450) cubie feet shall constitute a ton of clean 
timothy and clover after the same shall have been in stack thirty days, and 
up to one year.”

The Court shall likewise, when any petition is 
filed stating the necessity therefor, order the production of any person or 
corporation, for examination in said court, any books, papers, records or 
files necessary or pertinent to any inquiry or investigation then being made 
by said Board.

viding for sub-registrars and providing for the payment therefor. 

House Bill No. 1. “An Act entitled An Act to create and establish a 
Board of Railroad Commissioners for the State of Montana; providing fer 
the appointment and election of the members thereof, and defining their 
powers and duties, and providing remedies for the enforcement of the pro- 
visions of this Act, and penalties for the violation thereof,’ has been filed 
with the Secretary of State without my approval, for the reasons set forth in 
a statement attached thereto, of which the annexed is a copy. 

J. K. TOOLE, Governor. 

While this bill does not meet my approval, it is only fair to say 
the Legislature has made numerous concessions which are a vast improve- 
ment on the bill of two years ago. 

One of the objections urged in my veto message of the railroad com- 
mission bill at the last session was that the majority of the commission were 
made to hold over and beyond the next general election, contrary to the 
spirit if not the letter of the Constitution, as applied to elective offices. 

That objection has been removed in this bill by making the terms of all 
of the commissioners expire January 1, 1909. 

Another objection then urged was that the governor should have the 
power of removal. This second objection has been met in this bill by giving 
the governor power to suspend any or all of said commissioners and appoint 
their successors pending proceedings for removal under the Political Code. 

A third objection urged to the former bills was that under its pro- 
visions the commission might expend a sum far in excess of the amount 
appropriated for attorney’s fees, experts, etce., which, under Section 689 of 
the Political Code, the State Board of Examiners were obliged to transmit 
to the Legislative Assembly as a deficiency if found reasonable. 

This third objection is also removed by Substitute for House Bill No. 47, 
which limits the expenditures of all officers to the amount appropriated unless 
first consented to by the Board of Examiners. 

The only other objection urged in the veto to the bill of.the last session 
related to the power and policy of the Legislature to make the appoint- 
ment of the commissioners. 


The Supreme Court in July last seem to have sustained the power of 
the Legislature to make these and similar appointments. 


As I read the Constitution, this class of appointments is required to be 
made “by the Governor with the consent of the Senate.” But, right or 
wrong, the decision referred to seems to eliminate that question; and, so 
far as I am officially concerned, I accept it as an authoritative exposition of 
ihe Constitution against my contention. 
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But if the power exists, certainly no one can justify the policy of ex- 
ercising the power by the Legislature without running counter to the un- 
answerable logic of Jefferson, Story, and a host of other great statesmen and 
lawyers, the consensus of whose opinions is embodied in the following para- 
graph by Chief Justice Story: 

“But in a public body appointments will be materially influenced by 
party attachments and dislikes, by private animosities and antipathies and 
particulars, and will be generally founded in compromises, having little to do 
with the merit of candidates and much to do with the selfish interests of 
individuals and cabals. They will bo too much governed by local or sec- 
tional or party arrangements.” 


There may be some good reason why this new departure is made and 
these appointments should not be made as other important appointments— 
“by the Governor with the consent of the Senate’—but if so no one has 
ever condescended to make it known. 


“No one,” says Mechem, on “Offices and Officers,’ “can investigate this 
cuestion without being strongly impressed with the conviction that the 
weight of opinion, both among statesmen and judges, is that the power of 
appointing to public office as a matter of policy ought not to be regarded as 
a legislative function.” 

It was hoped that such eminent authorities would prevail to the extent 
at least of giving the people a non-partisan commission, but the Legislature 
was inexorable. 


There may be other objections to this bill, but this is the only one here- 
tofore raised which has not been eliminated. 

I am convineed that such a’ method of appointment is wrong in principle 
and will be found bad in practice, and cannot therefore give my express 
approval to it by signing this bill, but realizing the demand for a railroad 
commission by the people, I shall allow it to become a law without my 
approval rather than interpose a veto, which at best could only serve to 
vindicate my opinion on a mere matter of policy.

(6) In their discretion to let out the contract for the construction, main- 
tenance and improvements of highways and construction or maintenance or 
repairs of bridges or other adjuncts to the highways, when the amount of 
work to be done does not exceed Two Hundred Dollars ($200Y. 


(7) In their discretion, cause to be erected and maintained on the high- 
ways and intersections of principal highways, guide posts properly inscribed.”

report that they have investigated the constitutional question appearing from 
an examination of said Bill, and are not without doubt with respect to the 
same. The language of the bill, to-wit: “on policies of life insurance hereto- 
fore issued, under the conditions of which the distribution of surplus is 
deferred to a fixed or specified time and contingent upon the policy being 
in force and the insured living at the time,” would seem to be at variance 
with Section II of Article III of the Constitution, in that it seems to be an 
attempt to change the obligations of a contract. This, we do not think it 
competent for the Legislature to do. 

We have been reminded of the high authority from w rich this bill eman- 
ates, but with due respect to the same, we are not prepared to say that the 
same would be constitutional if passed in its present form.

Dear Sir: | 
I am in receipt of your favor of the 22nd inst., enclosing House Bill No. 
290, which is a Bill for an Act appropriating money for the payment. of 
balances due on mileage allowed by law to sheriffs for transporting prison- 


ers. to the State Prison during the years 1903-04. You state that your 


committee are desirous of securing an opinion from this office as to the 
constitutionality of the measure and the legality of the claims for which the 
appropriation is contemplated to be made by said bill. I know of no con- 
stitutional prohibition against such an act, and in my judgment the bill is 
constitutional. As to the legality of the claims for which the appropriation 
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is contemplated by the act to be made, I am of the opinion that the same 
are legal claims against the State of Montana. As reason for my opinion 
that they constitute legal claims against the State of Montana, permit me 
to say: 

The sheriffs mileage for transportation of prisoners was authorized by 
Section 4604 of the Political Code, which law was in force and effect until 
March 3, 1905, at which time Chapter 86, laws of 1905, went into force and 
effect. allowing sheriffs their actual expenses for the transporting of prisoners 
instead of mileage, and, under the decision of the Supreme Court in Proctor 
v Cascade County, 20 Mont., 315, it is held that a sheriff is entitled to mile- 
age instead of actual expenses for the transporting of prisoners to the State 
Penitentiary under said Section 4604 of the Political Code. These claims 
having been incurred under authority of Section 4604 of the Political Code 
before its repeal by said Chapter 86, Laws of 1905, and having been duly 
and regularly approved by the State Board of Examiners as legal claims 
weainst the State of Montana, and certified to the Legislative Assembly, I 
know of no reason why appropriation should not be made for the payment 
of the balance of such claims, it appearing that the Legislative Assembly 
have not already made provision by appropiation for payment of the same 
in full. The mere fact that the Ninth Legislative Assembly acted upon the 
claims and made appropriation for allowance of such claims in part does not 
liquidate the obligation nor in any way prevent the Tenth Legislative As- 
sembly from making apropriation with which to pay the balance due and 
ewing to such sheriffs for services performed.

A Bill for an Act entitled “An Act providing for the submission to the 
qualified electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to Section 6, 
of Article XVI, of the Constitution of the State of Montana, relating to the 
terms of office of certain officers and making provisions regarding the terms 
of office of members of police and fire organizations or departments, and of 
executive and administrative commissions of municipal corporations and of 
school trustees.” 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 

Section l- ‘chat there shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State of Montana, at the next general election to be held in said State, the 
following amendment to Section 6, of Article XVI, of the Constitution of the 
State, relating to the terms of office of certain officers: 

That Section 6, of Article XVI, of the Constitution of the State of Mon- 
tana be amended by adding thereto the following paragraph, to-wit: 

“The Legislative Assemvly may provide that the members of the police 
and fire organizations or departments in any class or classes of municipal 
corporations, classified under a general law, may hold during good behavior 
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or for indefinite terms, subject to removal for cause, and may provide for 
their removal. It may also provide that members of executive and adminis- 
trative commission in municipal corporations, including police commissions, 
however elected or appointed, if such officers be provided for, may hold for 
six years or less, and that the terms of office of school trustees may be of 
three years or less,’ so that when amended the said section shall read 
as follows: 

Section 6. The legislative assembly may provide for the election or 
appointment of such other county, township, precinct, and municipal officers 
as public convenience may require and their terms of office shall be as pre- 
scribed by law, not in any case to exceed two years, except as in this con- 
stitution otherwise provided. The legislative assembly may provide that the 
members of the poice and fire organizations or departments in any class or 
classes of municipal corporations, classified under a general law, may hold 
during good behavior or for indefinite terms, subject to removal for cause, 


and may provide for their removal. It may also provide that members of 


executive and administrative commissions in municipal corporations, including 
‘police commissions, however elected or appointed, if such officers be pro- 
vided for, may hola for six years or less, and that the terms of office of 
school trustees may be of three years or less. 

Section 2. The vote upon this amendment shall be counted and can- 
vassed by such persons, and in such manner as provided by law for the count- 
ing and canvassing of the vote for member-of congress, and if a majority 
of all the votes cast at said election, for and against said amendment shall 
be in favor of the amendment, the governor of tne state shall immediately 
so declare by public proclamation, and said amendment shall be in full force 
and effect as part of the constitution from and after the date of said procla- 
mation. 3 

Section 3. The ofticial ballots to be used at the general election to be 
held in November, 1908, shall have printed thereon the following words: 
“lor the amendment to the constitution relating to the terms of office of 
certain officers,” and the words: “Against the amendment to the constitution 
relating to the terms. of office of certain officers.” 

Section 4. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage and approval.”

Your Committee on Sanitary Affairs, having investigated the ventilat- 
ing system of the Capitol, find that the building is ventilated by a direct 
and indirect system. In the direct system, the air is brought in from the 
outside with a motor and fans is driven through the building and enters the 
House on either side of the Speaker’s desk. The motors are so arranged that 
it is impossible to regulate the speed, and consequently the air. currents are 
beyond control. In addition, the system of superheating the fresh air in 
cold weather is defective, from the fact that the radiators become frozen from 
the continued cold currents of air. We find that the fan and motor on the 
south side is out of commission, it being short circuited. 

The direct sysem would be a good one if put in proper order and regula- 
tors were placed on the motors, and additional sky light ventilation provided 
for, there being none at the present time. 


The dirett system of ventilation we find very poor and has been practi- 
cally abandoned. 


We find further that the House Chamber and corridors have been gene- 
rally overheated and insufficient. attention has been given to the proper 
temperature. We recommend that one of the House employees be furnished 
with thermometers and instructed to pay especial attention to the heating 
and ventilating of this portion of the building and that the skyhght ven- 
tilators be provided for and that the regulators and repairs be placed upon 
the motors at the earliest possible date.

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REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEE. 

The folowing report was read:

Report of Special Committee appointed to investigate the car and coal 
shortage in the State of Montana. 

To the House of Representatives, Tenth Legislative Assembly. of the State 
of Montana: 
MrSpeakér: © °- 

We, your Special Committee, appomted to investigate the conditions 
relative to the coal and ear shortage in Montana, beg leave to-submit the 
following report: 

On Saturday, Feb. 9th, 1907, the Committee met in the Council Chambers 
ot the City Hall in Butte, with all of the members present and conducted the 
examination of witnesses from 10 A. M. until 4 P. M. The newspapers of 
the State, especially those of Butte and Anaconda had advertised the meet- 
ing of the Committee by editorials and cons spicuous comment in their news 
columns, which enabled any citizen reading the papers to be informed of the 
meeting and its purposes. During the day six coal dealers, three railroad 
men, and one citizen or consumer, appeared before the Committee. The 
Committee also sent for and repuested the presence of the City Sealer of 
Weights and Measures of Butte, making ten witnesses heard by it. 


Coal Shortage. 

From the testimony given by the coal dealers, we find that. the increase 
in the price of coal during the past six or eight months is due entirely to the 
advance of coal at the mines. The mines selling coal at $1.50 per ton six 
months ago are now selling the same gerade of coal at $3.00 per ton, and 
the mines selling at $2.00 per ton at that time are now selling at $3.50 per 
ton, showing an advance of about 100 per cent. The further testimony of 
the dealers, corroborated by the railroads representatives, shows that freight 
rates are $2.25 per ton, and that there has been no increase in these rates 
_ during the past year. It appears that the advance in the retail price of coal 
has been $1.50 per ton, or-the same as the advance at the mines, therefore. 
from the testimony taken, we believe that neither the railroad conipanies nor 
the coal dealers are making any more profit from the handling of coal theu 
they were one year ago, when coal was selling $1.50 per ton cheaper. As to the 
continued. scarcity, it is almost the unanimous opinion of the coal dealers 
that conditions would not change for the next year, notwithstanding the 
tact that a nwnber of mines are preparing to increase their output and the 
railroad companies will be in a better shape to handle freight than in. the 
immediate past. The conclusion of the dealers is based on the fact that the 
supply of wood is rapidly decreasing and the demand for fuel is rapidly in- 
creasing. It was generally conceded that coal could not be stored during the 
summer months at a profit, owing to the readiness with which western coal 
air-slacked, this causing a loss from 30 to 50 per cent on domestic and western 
coal. 

Car Shortage. 

Primarily, it appears the principal cause of the car shortage is lack of 

motive power on all the railroads. The testimony taken indicated a general 
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congested condition of traffic. The overcrowding of sidetracks along the main 
line and the large number of empty cars standing from two to six weeks at 
terminals awaiting return, gave evidence of the lack of locomotives. It was 
generally agreed that if the railroad companies had sufficient power to handle 
the cars they now have, and keep them in service, that the car shortage 
would be greatly if not entirely, relieved. 

The shortage of motive power is attributed to three causes: First, the. 
generally prosperous condition of the country; Second, the crowded and over- 
worked locomotive manufactories with orders booked from six months to 
two years in advance, and Third, the extreme cold weather of the. present 
winter. . 

Consumers. 

‘Nothwithstanding that a number of complaints had been made to mem- 
bers of the Committee personally of the difficulty in placing orders for coal 
or getting it delivered, and. the high price paid therefor, only one citizen 
or consumer appeared before the Committee. He testified that coal had 
advanced in the past six months $1.50 per ton or to $7.50, and that it was 
hard to secure it at this price. He did not know the causes leading up to 
the present condition. 


Pilfering of Coal from Cars enroute or in Yards. 

The coal dealers and railroad representatives were agreed that the short- 
age in weight on coal as received over the mine weights, was due to pilfering 
enroute and in the yards. It was stated that when a car was left standing on 
a sidetrack, men, women and boys could be seen carying coal away in sacks 
and wheel-barrows. In one instance a car was placed on a siding, away from 
the regular railroad yards and near a residence district. In twenty-four 
hours about ten tons of coal had been taken from the ear. 


Shortage in Weights. 

City Sealer of Weights and Measures, Mr, Al Orton, testified to having 
weighed a number of loads of coal in transit.from the warehouse or cars to 
ihe consumer, and found them short from 35 to 350 pounds to the ton. Also 
to having tested the scales of the coal dealers and found none running over 
weight and the balances short in many cases. Car scales were tested and were 
found incorrect in some instances, and in one case had them taken out. 

On Monday, -Feb. 11th, the Committee made a verbal report to the House 
that the cost of each session would amount to from $65 to $75 and as the 
cenditions found in Butte seemed to be general throughout the state, asked 
for further instructions from that body, with the result that it was in- 
structed to discontinue holding meetings and submit a report on the testimony 
already received. 

In conclusion, we believe that from the evidence received, there should 
be some better method of examination of the scales of our state, or a more 
rigid enforcement of the present laws, or the enactment of new ones to make 
the inspection effective. Also, the enactment of a measure to prevent pilfering 
of coal from the cars enroute and of the confiscation of coal by the railroad 
companies, without giving notice to the consignee or receiving permission 
from the consignor. As to the railroads we find no way of bettering the con- 
ditions owing to the fact that most of their business relates” to interstate 
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commerce and is a matter wholly within the hands of the State Railroad 
Commission, and the Interstate Commerce Commission, unless it be some 
measure covering the demurrage situation. ;

sample ballot, and such other statements as the particular machine may re- 
quire; and shall provide for the signature of the Election Officers. 


Said return sheet shall also have thereon a second certificate stating the 
manner of closing the polls, the manner of verifying the returns, that the 
foregoing returns are correct, giving the indication of the public counter, and 
poll list, and protective counter, if any, at the close of the election. 


Such certificate shall properly specify the procedure of canvassing the 
vote and locking the machine, ete., for the particular type of machine used, 
und such certificate shall be such that the election officers can properly sub- 
scribe to it as having been followed and shall have provision for the sig- 
nature of the election officers. The election officers shall conform their pro- 
cedure to that specified in the certificate, to which they must certify. The 
certificate and attest of the election officers shall appear on each return 
sheet.

Secallon, from the Committee on Judiciary, reported as follows: 

Helena, Montana, Feb. 27, 1907. 
Myr. Speaker: 

Your Committee on Judiciary, having had under consideration House 
Bill No. 385, entitled “A Bill for an Act entitled “An Act to amend Sections 
2070, 3071, 3072, and 3076, of the Political Code of Montana, as amended by 
az Act approved March 6th, 1903, relating to the bounties for the killing of 
certain wild animals, approved March~1st, 1905,” recommend that said bill 
be printed and placed on general file. 

The author of the bill stated that one purpose of the bill was to pre- 
yent the State holding out a promise to pay bounties if it had no funds 
with which to pay them and was not able to discharge the obligation. In 
connection with this bill, your committee requested from the Attorney 
General an opinion regarding the validity of the statutes providing for 
special assessments on live stock, which opinion is herewith returned as a 
part of this report, and to which opinion we respectfully invite the atten- 
tion of the House. It appears from said opinion that it is doubtful whether 
taxes can be levied on a particular class or species of property as dis- 
tinguished from others; but assuming that such taxes can be levied, they 
must, if levied for state purposes, be counted as a part of the two and a 
half mills allowed by law for state purposes.” 

Helena, Montana, February 26, 1907. 
“Hon. William Scallon, Chairman Judiciary Committee, House of Representa- 
tives, Helena, Montana. 

“Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your favor of the 22nd inst., submitting 
for the consideration of this office the question as to ‘the constitutionality of 
the special levies: now provided by the statutes on live stock, the State levy 
for general State purposes now being two and one-half mills.’ 

-  Seetion I of Article 12 of our State Constitution confers authority upon 
the Legislative Assembly to provide for the support and maintenance of the 
State, and makes it the duty of that department of the State Government 
tc levy a uniform rate of assessment and taxation and to prescribe regula- 
tions for securing a just valuation for taxation of all property not other- 
wise provided for. Section 5 of the same Article specifically provides that 
the Legislative Assembly shall not levy taxes for county, town or municipal 
purposes, and it is therefore apparent that the only tax which the Legislative 
Department of the State Government can levy is a tax for State purposes; 
and Section 9 of the same Article limits the rate for such purposes under 
the present assessed valuation of the State to two and a half mills on 
each dollar of valuation. Section 34, Article 5 of the Constitution provides 
“No money shall be paid out of the Treasury except upon appropriations

while Section 12, Article 12, prohibits the Legislature from 
making any appropriations or authorizing any expenditure whereby the ex- 


made by law,’ 


pense of the Stateduring any fiscal year shall exceed the total tax provided 
by law, and also. prohibits the Legislature trom increasing the levy in excess 
of the rates allowed by Section 9. An exhaustive discussion on this sub- 
ject may be found in the opinion in People Ex Rel vs. Scott, 9 Col. 422, 
wherein the court said in part: (On page 430.) 


“If then, any definition of the term ‘State purposes’ is necessary to a 
decision of the questions presented by the defense of the Respondent it 18° to 
be found in the revenue article itself. Any legitimate expenditure of the 
State necessary to be provided for by a State tax is a State purpose, and 
the tax to be provided is a tax for a State purpose. It has been repeatedly 
stated in the decisions of this court, on evidence deemed by us sufficient to 
justify the statement, that a principal design of the framers of the Con- 
stitution, and of the people in adopting the same, was to inaugurate an 
economical State Government, and in order to carry out this purpose limi- 
tations against extravagance in the administration of it. were inserted. Now, 
with such a purpose in view, how essentially unavailing it would be to limit 
the rate of taxation as to certain governmental purposes and to leave it 
without restraint or. limitation as to all other purposes for which revenue 
may be provided.” 


The special tax must therefore be considered as constituting a part of the 
two and a half mill levy authorized by the Constitution. 


As to whether one class; of property could be subjected to a higher rate 
than other classes under the provisions of Sections 1 and 12 of the State 
Constitution, provided the highest rate did not exceed the limitation pre- 
scribed in Section 9 of that Article, is a question of sufficient doubt to 
justify its submission to the Supreme Court, for the reason that the authori- 
ties are in conflict and no decision on that subject has ever been rendered by 
the: Supreme Court of Montana. The general rule, however, as deduced 
from the authorities, appears to be “Whether the constitutional provision 
requires uniformity in the imposition of taxes, in which case taxing classes 
at different rates is permitted, or whether such provisions provide for equal- 
ity and uniformity, in which case the rate imposed on each class selected for 
taxation must be identical, such provisions unite in requiring. that each 
member of a class in the one case, or each member of the classes in the 
other case, must proportionately bear its burden with each and every other 
member of the class or classes respectively as the case may be.”

The system adopted in other states as Washington, California, Idaho, and 
Wyoming, is to either make appropriations out of the general fund of the 
State Treasury for paying bounties, ete., or under constitutional provisions 
similar to Section 4, Article XII, of our Constitution, to vest in the County 
Commissioners authority to levy taxes for such purposes, in which case the. 
bounty would be paid from the County Treasury instead of from the State 
Treasury. North Dakota has a law similar to the one now on our statute 
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books, but it does not appear to ever have been before the court for inter- 
pretation or consideration as to its constitutionality.

Tudor, Chairman of Joint Committee to Inspect the State Penitentiary, 
reported as follows: 


REE OT OF JOINT COMMITTEE TO INSPECT STATE PENITENTIARY. 


Helena, Montana, Feb. 27, 1907. 
Yo the Senate and House of Representatives, State of Montana, Helena, 
Montana, 

Gentlemen: We, your Joint Committee, heretofore appointed by 
Speaker, Joint Resolution No..... to investigate the State Penitentiary and 
report with respect thereto, submit the following report and recommendations 
for your consideration: it 

We visited the State Penitentiary at Deer Lodge, Montana, on the 

23rd day of February, 1907, and found the institution in elegant condition, 
and we believe the contractors entitled to congratulation upon their excel- 
lent management and control of this department of the State Government. 

The general health of the prisoners seems to be good, and the care given 
them all that could reasonably be expected. The institution is provided w ith 
substantial buildings and walls, but we believe that the interests of the 
State and the needs of the institution are such that appropriations should 
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be made at once for the making of additional improvements at the State 
Prison, and we therefore respectfully recommend that the sum of Ten Thou- 
sand Two Hundred Eighty-five Dollars ($10,285.00), or so much thereof as 
may be needed, be appropriated from the State Treasury from funds not 
otherwise appropriated, to be used and expended during the fiscal years 
1907 and 1908, as follows: 

1. $4,197.50 to be used for the erection and completion of a Women’s 
Building. A building within which to keep women prisoners is a pressing 
need at this institution as the quarters in which they are now kept are 
inadequate and by no means adapted for the purpose. ° | 

2. The sum of $2,987.50 for the erection and completion of a Hospital 
Building. This is a pressing need, because at the prison there is no hospital 
building, or proper facilities for caring for the sick. 

3. The sum of $3100.00 to be expended for the erection and completion 
of an additional prison wall. After examination of the prison and talking 
with the contractors we are convinced that such wall is extremely desirable 
and necessary for the safe-keeping of the prisoners. 

Further, we would recommend to your favorable consideration the pas- 
sage of Senate Bill No. 81, providing for the parole of prisoners committed 
to the State Penitentiary, as we believe the parole system to be to the best 
interests of the State of Montana and of its citizenship. 

And further, we believe that something should be done by the State 
3oard of Prison Commissioners by way of finding some suitable employment 
for the convicts confined in the Penitentiary, as it seems to us not condu- 
cive to either the welfare of the prisoners themselves, or the public morals 
or welfare, and deplorable, to keep them confined in idleness. The constitu- 
tion and laws seem to contemplate that the State Board of Prison Commis- 
sioners should prescribe work and employment for the prisoners, and we 
recommend that this subject be taken up and investigated by the State 
Board of Prison Commissioners during the next two years, and that they 
make report and recommendation to the next Legislative Assembly respect- 
ing this subject. . 

Your Committee having reported fully, respectfully asks that its report 
and recommendations be favorably acted upon, and that it be discharged.

A Bill for an Act entitled: “An Act providing for the submission to 
the electors of the State of Montana an amendment to Section 14 of Article 
XII of the Constitution of the State of Montana, relating to the care and man- 
agement of public moneys in the hands of public officers, and providing for 
a State Depository Board to direct the depositing of state moneys in the pos- 
session of the State Treasurer. 
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Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana:, 


Section 1. That there shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State of Montana at the next general election, an amendment to Section 14 
of Article XII of the State Constitution relating to the care and management 
of public moneys in the hands of public officers, and providing for a State 
Depository Board to direct the depositing of state moneys in the possession 
of the State Treasurer, so that said Section 14 will read as follows 

Section 14. The Governor, State Anditor and the State Treasurer are 
hereby constituted a State Depository Board with full power and authority 
to designate depositories with which all funds in the hands of the State 
'reasurer shall be deposited, and at such rate of interest as may be pre- 
scribed by law. When money shall have been deposited under direction 
of said Depository Board and in accordance w ith the law, the treasurer shall 
not be liable for loss on account of any such deposit occurring through 
damage by the elements or for any other cause or reason occasioned through 
means other than. his own neglect, fraud or dishonorable conduct. The mak- 
ing of profit out of public moneys, or using the same for any purpose not 
authorized by law, by the state Beater es or by any other public officer, 
shall be deemed a felony, and shall be punished as provided for by law and 
part of such punishment shall be disqualification to hold any public office. 


Section 2. A separate official ballot shall be prepared by the county 
clerk of each county and furnished to the judges of election in each precinct 
in the county to be used in voting upon said constitutional amendment at 
the general election to be held in November, 1908. Each ballot shall have 
printed thereon the words: 


“For the amendment to the constitution providing for the care and man- 
agement of public moneys and providing for a State Depository Board.” 


“Aoainst the amendment to the constitution providing for the care 
and management of public moneys and providing for a bate Depository 
Board.” 


And in eanyassing the result the general election laws shall be applicable. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Governor to cause the question 
of the approval of said constitutional amendment to be submitted at the 
next general election.

- MAJORITY REPORT. 
February 28, 1907. 
Mr. Speaker: 

Your Committee on Insurance, to whom was referred House Bill No. 175, 
entitled, “An Act to require an annual apportionment and accounting of sur- 
plus of life insurance companies as to policies heretofore issued,” beg leave 
to report that a majority of the Committee favor reporting the bill back 
with a recommendation that it do pass, and that a minority of the Committee 
favor reporting the bill back with a recommendation that it be indefinitely 
postponed. The report of the minority Committee will be submitted by 
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the members of the minority. 
MINORITY REPORT. 
: February 28, 1907. 

Mi. Speaker: 
-. . A minority of your Committee on Insurance, to whom was referred 
House Bill No. 175, entitled, “An Act to require an annual apportionment and 
accounting of surplus of life insurance companies as to policies heretofore 
issued.” beg leave to report the same as follows: That after said bill was 
first referred to the Committee on Insurance, there was a difference of opinion 
in the Committee as to the constitutionality of the bill, and for the pur- 
pose of settling this question, the Committee requested that the bill be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Judiciary. Such reference was duly made to the 
Committee on Judiciary, and that Committee considered the bill as to whether 
it was in conflict with the constitution of the State of Montana, and with 
the Constitution of the United States, relating to violating the obligations of 
a contract. The Judiciary Committee reported back to the House that in 
their opinion, the constitutionality of the bill was involved in doubt, in that 
it seemed to be an attempt on the part of the Legislative Assembly to 
change the obligations of contracts, which is expressly forbidden by both the 
Constitution of Montana and of the United States. A copy of the report of 
the Judiciary Committee as to the constitutional features of the bill is. 
hereto attached, and made a part of this report. In spite of the opinion of 
the Judiciary Committee, the majority of the Committee on Insurance have 
reported the bill with the recommendation that it do pass. This minority of 
the Insurance Committee respectfully dissent from the opinion of the ma- 
jority, but only upon the constitutional point that certain features of the 
bill are clearly in violation of the constitution. It is elementary that no 
Legislative Assembly of this State or of any other State, has the constitu- 
tional authority to enact any legislation which would have the effect to 
violate the obligations of contracts heretofore entered into. In the opinion 
ot the minority, this bill would have such effect if it should become a law, 
and would be clearly unconstitutional, and would not be sustained by the 
courts.

We recommend that the title of the said bill be amended by adding there- 
to the words: “Approved March 7th, 1903,” and by changing the period after 
the word “therewith” to a comma. 

Amend Section 2 of the said bill so that it shall read as follows: 

Section 2. Such meat and milk inspectors shall be designated Deputy 
State Veterinarians of all things pertinent to their office, and shall also 
niake an annual report at the end of the fiscal year, addressed to the State 
\ eterinarian. 

Sub-division 1. Said inspectors of the counties of the first class shall 
receive an annual salary of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00). 


Inspectors of the second class counties shall receive One Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) annually; inspectors of the third class counties 
shall receive One Thousand, Two Hundred Dollars ($1200.00) annually; in- 
spectors of the fourth class counties shall receive One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) annually; inspectors of the fifth class counties shall receive Seven 
Hundred and Vifty Dollars ($750.00) annually; and inspectors of the sixth

Sub-division 2. No person shall be appointed to the office of meat and 
milk inspector in the State of Mentana unless he is a graduate in good stand. 
ing of a regular and reputable veterinary college or veterinary department of 
a regular and reputable university, and shall before being so appointed, pass 
an examination before the meat and milk inspection commission on the 
specialty of meat and milk inspection. And be it further provided that any 
inspector so appointed must be free from any contagious or infectious disease 
and must exhibit a physician’s certificate so stating, and under no cireumn- 
stances shall an inspector suffering from any contagious or infectious disease 
be retained in office, nor shall any person or persons suffering from any con 
tagious or infectious disease be permitted to work about dairies supplying 
milk to the public nor shall any person or persons be permitted to deliver, 
carry or handle milk or dairy products intended for public consumption. - 

Amend Section 3 of the said bill by striking out the same, and by in- 
serting in lieu thereof the following: “That Section 15 of the said Act be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 15. Any person, persons, or corporation, in counties in which 
a meat and milk inspector is appointed, who conveys milk or cream in ve- 
hicles of any character whatsoever, for the purpose of selling it in such 
counties, shall annually, before the first day of June, be licensed by the meat 
and milk inspector of said county to sell milk and cream within the limits 
thereof, and shall pay to such inspector for each and every vehicle of what- 
soever character used in the sale or delivery of such milk or cream or daicy 
product, the sum of Twelve Dollars ($12.00) per annum, payable quarterly in 
advance, which sums shall be paid into the State Treasury by such inspector, 
quarterly, as received, to be turned into the general fund, and receipted there- 
for by said Treasurer to said inspector. 

Sub-division 1. Licenses shall be issued only in the name of the owner 
of the vehicles, carriages or other conveyances. 

Sub-division 2. Such license shall, for the purpose of this Act, be con- 
clusive evidence of ownership, and shall not be assigned or transferred. 

Sub-division 3. Each license shal] contain the number thereof; the name, 
the residence, the place of business, the number of vehicles used by the person, 
persons, or corporation, and the name of every driver or other person em- 
ployed by the owner or owners in carrying, conveying or selling milk or 
cream. 

Sub-division 4. That each person or persons or corporation, shall, before 
engaging in the sale of milk or cream or dairy products whatsoever, cause 
his name and the number of his license to be placed legibly on the outer side 
of all carriages, vehicles or conveyances of whatsoever character used by him 
in the conveyance for sale of milk or cream in such manner as the meat and 
milk inspection commission may direct. 

Every person or persons, company or corporation, before 
selling milk or cream, or offering the same for sale in a store, booth, stand, 
market-place, depot, or any place whatsoever, in a county in which a meat 
and milk inspector is appointed, shall register in the books of such inspector 
his-or her name, or the name of the company or corporation, and proposed

It is very gratifying to his fellow pioneers to see his work appreciated 
and your body pause long enough from your arduous labors to pay a just 
tribute to his worth.

The bill is meritorious, in my opinion, in so far as it attempts to further 
safeguard the ballot against fraud and the possibilities of what is known as 
the “endless chain”, and to that extent might be commendable as a separate 
and independent measure; but it should not be'regarded as one of such im- 
pertance as to engraft upon the law a narrow and unjustifiable restraint 
upon a custom which has long existed in this State by which sympathetic 
parties have fused upon certain candidates. 


A similar bill was passed by the Ninth Session, and failed for want of 
my approval. One of the objections then urged and now renewed was as 
follows: 

‘While the bill might tend to prevent the recognition of mushroom 
parties believed by many to have no greater motive behind them for ex- 
isting than a division of offices without regard to principles advocated, still, 
if this be true in some instances, yet in this day and generation, where there 
seems to be a well devised and widespread effort to enlarge rather than 
curtail the rights of the people, it is better to submit to this imperfection, 
if imperfection it be, than to fly to others which might be worse by adopting 
a method at variance and out of harmony with the spirit of the times”.

There shall be submitted to the qualified voters. of the State 
of Montana, at the next general election, the following amendment to Sec- 
tion 9, Article XII, of the Constitution of the State of Montana; That 
Section 9, Article XII, of the Constitution be,, and the same is, hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 9. The rate of taxation of real and personal property for 
state purposes, in any one year, shall never exceed Three. (3) mills on each 
Dollar of valuation, and whenever the, taxable property in. this state shall 
amount to Five Hundred Million Dollars ($500,000,000.00), the rate shall not 
exceed Two and Qne-half mills (2 1-2) on each Dollar of valuation, and 
whenever the taxable property in this state shall amount to Hight Hundred 
Million Dollars ($800,000,000.00), the rate. shall never. exceed Two (2) mills 
on each Dollar of valuation. unless the proposition to increase such rate, 
specifying the rate proposed and the. time during. which the rate shall be 
levied, shall have been submitted to the people at the general election and 
shall. have received’ a majority of all votes cast for and against it at such 
election. 

Section 2. Separate official ballots shall be used at the general election 
ts be held in November, 1908, which shall. have thereon. the words: “For the 
amendment to the Constitution. providing for an increase in Tax Levy”; and 
the words: “Against the amendment to the Constitution providing for an 
increase in Tax Levy”. . 

Section 3. All Acts. and parts of Acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.

And we insist 
upon the passage of such legislation as may be required to prevent such misuse 
of public funds.”’
